Singh) assisted by Shift Keshav Prasad Sharma, Havildar, 
Police Station Kund.t left for Hindia Post in a jeep. While 
Shift Alvis Minz, Havildar carried a slengun, ihe other Cons¬ 
tables of BMP-12 were armed with rifles and Shri Keshav 
Prasad Sharma, Havildar, one Sub-Inspcctor and Shri Kalo 
Singh, Constable were unarmed. 

As the party reached near Ibc jungle of Soharlat, they 
came under heavy fire from extrcmi.sts numbering about 
hundred and fifty who had laid thcnsclvoi in ambush in 
three different directions. The bullets of the extre¬ 
mists hit tyres of the police jeep and immobili¬ 
sed the police party, but undeterred. the small 
party took the challenge of the extremists, positioned them¬ 
selves and relumed the fire. The exchan ge of rue la.stcd for 
about half an hour during which Havildar Ke.shav Prasad 
Sharma was hit by the bullet and died on (lie spot. In the 
meantime the extremists kept dosing in on the small police 
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party, but the policemen held their ground and Havildar 
Mlnz led his men with determination and fired upon an extre- 
Inist who moved forward with his rifle. Havildar Minx 
alongwith Constable Suresh Kumar Singh moved towards 
the bush where the extremists feU and recovered a .303 rifle and 
moved towards the extremists, but was suddenly fired upon 
by the extremists in hiding which hit Havildar Minz in the 
Stomach. At great personal risk and unmindful of the conse¬ 
quences Constable Suiesh Kumar Singh fired from his rifle 
and hit one of the extremists and ably provided support and 
protection to the injured Shri Minz and assisted him to 
safety. 

In the meantime Constable Harondra Sharma, Kalo Singh 
alongwith other Constables positioned themselves near the 
Jeep and later behind a small rock and fired upon the large 
number of extremists and held them at bay almost single- 
handedly. while the assistance from the Police Station arri¬ 
ved. On search of the spot it was observed from the trail 
marks that an extremist was killed in the encounter and his 
body dragged Into the jungle and burnt, who was later 
Identified to be a dreaded extremist. 

In this encounter Shfi Alvis Minz and Shrl Keshav Prasad 
Sharma, Havildars; Shri Harcndra Sharma, Shri Suresh Kumar 
Singh and Shri Kalo Singh, Constables, desplayed conspicuous 
gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order. 

These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4 (i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse¬ 
quently carry with them speciid allowance admissible under 
rule 5. with effect from the 30th June, 1988.

On the 11th April, 1989 on receipt of an information about 
the activities of Naxalitcs in village Dardctola-Sakat, Fateh- 
pur, Shri Subhag Sinch, Sub-Insnector alongwith 4 armed 
Constables and Shri Pachkauri Ram, Sub-Inspector, rushed 
to Sidugarh to confirm the genuineness of the Information. 
Immediately after necessary confirmation. Shri Ram Subhag 
Singh alongwdth bis team rushed to Sakat village. On reach¬ 
ing there, thev came under indiscriminate fire from the armed 
Naxalites. The sudden attack on the police party did not 
deter them and in the face of .serious danger to their lives 
stood courageously and returned the fire. In the exchange 
of fire, Shri Singh and one Constable received injurle.s but 
still they stood imdertcrred and unnerved. The courageou-s 
and determined firing from the Police party caused panic 
among the naxalites and they started fleeing and the firing 
slowly seized, T ater, on examination of the spot, five dead 
bodies were found and identified as Gobind Bhuiya, Tila 
Yadav abas Devanand, Chandra Yadav, Sukhdeo Yadav and 
Subhashjee Yadav. 

In this encounter Shri Ram Snbhac Singh and Shri 
Pachkauri Ram, Snb-Tnsnectors of Police displaced conspicuom 
gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.
